Pennsylvaniarepublicans demand that the
sirpliig ghall be divided among the states
in proportion to population.

Well may the
lottery companies say they are perfoctly
satistied with Judge Gresham's action.
So' misleiding have been the reports sent
from Washington that the department
has been plied with despatehes for infor-
mation. There has been an apparent de-
sire to give the country the impression
that lotteries, as illegal and corrupting
agencies, have boen forbidden to use the
mails, Actuallp, however, only at New
York and New Orleans has the Louisinnn
Company been excluded, and not as an
illegal or u swindling device, but for cer-
tain irregularities in transacting its busi.
ness. The nction of Judge CGresham
wimply defines how lottery  companies
may transact business through the mails,
What Judge Gresham may hereafter do
touching the character of the companies,
and their right to prosecute their business
through the mails, is unknown. Ho may
not be favorable to them and to their
right to use the mails when the question
comes squarely hefore him,

It is o singular thing that men like
Lord Penzance, Mr. Bruce, M. ., and
Gorst, M. P., should lend themsolves to
such a scheme.  They ought to kndw
enough to know that these bonds will al-
ways romain what they are, a dead loss on
the hands of their holders. Whatever
may be the present or future condition of
the once Confederate states, these honds
will never be acknowledged, However
well disposed the people may be to pay
their debts, and however ready they may
become to wipe out any stain of repudia-
tion now resting on them, there is an in-
suparable bar ngainat any settlement of a
debt ineurred in and of their late war
sgainst tho Union.  The fourteenth
nmendment to the national constitution
declures in positive terms that *“*neither
the United States nor any state shall as-
sume or pay any debt or obligation in-
curred in ineurrection  or  rebellion
against the United States, * * * Lyt
all such debts, obligations and claims
shall be held illegal and void.” That en-
tirely disposes of the fate of the.Confed-
erate bonds,  They are  “illegal and
void,” according to the highest law of the
land, and no power can insure their pay-
ment,
